Union Oil company and accepted 
‘by Weir. These drafts were dis 
counted by British banks and Have 
doubtless been rénewed from time 
to time. Some. question has been 
raised as to the final ome of 
the transaction, for in the event of 
Weir’s ultimate failure to take up 
the paper the banke would look .to 
the drawer for their money. ? 

While the cash advances to the 
‘General Petroleum company were 
made in the same manner, the two: 
situations are not exactly paraliel. 
/As against the General Petroleum 
the drafts would be a liability com- 
ing after the bonds, while the junt- 
‘or equities in the Union Oil company
